Sneed, on trial for the killing of Al­ 
bert Boyce last September, was on 
the witness stand here six hours to 
day. 
In justification of his course 
he related the details concerning the 
ruin of his home, and said that after 
reclaiming his wife he went from 
place to place in Texas trying to find 
a residence where he would be let 
alone, but was followed 
here and 
there. 
He was also advised by con­ 
fidential friends that he was bound to 
be killed sooner or later. 
He said he 
believed that Boyce intended to kill 
him and get possession of his wife 
and two little girls, and he decided 
that either he or Boyce must die. 
At 
no time did he state why he went to 
Amarillo, but said he selected the 
Folk street cottage, rented and fur­ 
nished it and rushed there from when 
he saw Boyce coming and killed him. 
Boyce, he said, recognized him and 
L bed to draw his pistol. 
No words 
re spoken. 
The shotgun, he said, 
1 been his father’s. 
He carried it 
ti*Amarillo unbreeched, wrapped in 
brown paper and strapped to the side 
of his suitcase. 
Witness said he employed a guard 


for Iii nisei f and children. 
On August 
13 at Dallas he told his wife they had 
better go to the Calvert farm as he 
did not know what day he rnfght be 
killed. 
After removing to Calvert a 
man who had been shadowing him in 
Dallas came to the farm and wanted 
to go to the house, but he would not 
permit him. 
Sneed instructed John 
Blanton, his bodyguard, to let no 
one but some member of his family 
have the children in event he was 
killed. 
Blanton and Steele had told 
him about Boyce a nd Hughes being 
in Dallas and their automatic pistols. 
“ I went to Fort Worth after I had 
arranged for the protection of my 
children, and I telephoned for Beach 
Epting to come to me. 
The people 
had taken all I had but my little 
children and they were still trying to 
get them and were going to kill me, 
and something just took me to Ama­ 
r illo .” 
Sneed rented a house in Amarillo 
and when he saw Boyce coming down 
the 
street he rushed out and shot 
him. 
The witness stated that Mrs. 
Sneed was at present in Waco.

Afford $12.50 Pigs 


A reporter for the Messenger was 
in Bridgeport Monday. He met sev­ 
eral people he knew, and as usual, 
learned a few things. He learned that 
several farmers over Bridgeport way 
were progressive, and did not pro­ 
pose to follow the old, well-worn ruts 
of non-progressive farming—the ex­ 
exclusive corn and cotton path. 
He met Jim Walker. Jim is an old­ 
timer, but right here the “ old” part 
ends with Jim. Last year Jim made | 
50 bushels of peanuts to the acre and j 
is now in the middle of the progress - 1 
Ive road, preaching diversification 
with a mighty effective preach. Jim 
recently paid $12.50 each for 
two 
young pigs, .just past their weaning. 
These were beauties. 
I pon 
being 
asked about it Jim said a man who 
raised peanuts could afford to pay 
that price for pigs. And Jim had the 
nuts (and the peanut hay) right there 
in his barn to show for itself. 
Asked 
if he would sell his farm Jim ans­ 
wered with a mighty NO. “ I paid $20 
an acre for this land. Been offered 
$50 an acre. 
Would not sell at all. 
I raise peanuts.” 
And Jim talked! 
like he meant it. 
fie said peanuts j 
were worth $1 per bushel to feed to 
jtQgs. 
'I'he reporter also talked with Doph 
«ley. 
He had recently sold two 
/'/lins to two poor men on credit. He 
v 
furnishes them with heifers and hogs 
Says-these men will plant, in addi­ 
tion to other crops, “ peas, peanuts 
and pigs.” Also, kaffir and maize, 
‘‘after the oats are harvested,” said 
he. ‘‘In this country,” he continued, 
‘‘the authorities agree that planting 
kaffir and maize too early is 
not 
good. Maize matures 20 to 30 days 
earlier than kaffir, and therefore can 
be planted later. I have read that 
kaffir should be planted from May 15 
to July I and maize can be planted as 
laie as Tq\y IO with safety. Both are 
cr ip s st ■ >ted to drouth.

president, was taken under a heavy 
guard from the national palace and 
lodged in the arsenal. There he was 
a prisonerof General Diaz in the very 
place which for over a week, he had 


c a u s e d to be faltered with cannon in 
his efforts to subjugate the rebel army.

of double corrugated pasteboard, metal, 
wood or other suitable material, and 
wrapped so that nothing can escape 
from the package. 
All such parcels 
must he labeled “Eggs.’'
